Now theſe were the 
Chriſtians of Philippi, once an Inferiour City, when 
Macedonia was firſt Canton'd by the Romans into 
Four Parts; but afterwards, by the Favour of, Ju- 
lins and Auguſtus Ceſar, Erected into a (c) Colony, 
and Metropolis; and thence call'd the chief 2 of 
one Part of Macedonia by St. Luke. By this New 
Conſtitution the Roman Manners and Language, and + 
above all, the Roman Laws were introduc'd amongſt 
them. But tis obſervable that thoſe Roman Laws 
were always very ſtrict in regard to Uniformity of 
Religion, They forbad all ſeparate Congregations, 
(4) and the Introduction of any New Worſhip, un- 
der the Severeſt Penalties. They allow'd no Tole- 
ration, but ſuch as in Chriſtian times has been call'd 
a2 Perſecution; viz. That in caſe Conſcience and Ne- 
ceſſity (e) were ever urg d, in Favear of their Aſſem- 
blies, by any Superſtitions Perſons ;, they ſhould then be 
#blig'd to give in their Names, and Qualiſy themſelves 
before the Pretor : That done, they were not to meet 
more than Five together in one Place: No Money was

was to attend the Meeting. [95 1 It 
This being the State of the Roman Law, it is far-" 
ther Obfervable, That Philippi was a Place where it 
was hrictly put in Execution. And of this St. Paul 
himſelf, the Author of this Epiſtle, had a freſh and 
very harſh Experience, Having been there * Three 
ſeveral times to Plant and Propagate che Goſpel; he 
5 was (F) once Impeach'd before the Magiſtracy for 
teaching Cuſtoms which were not lawful for them ro 
receive, neither to obſerve, being Romans. The Peo- 
ple incens'd hereat, hurried him and Silas to the 
Bailiffs of the Colony. By their Order their Clochs 
were rent off; they were beaten with many Stripes; 
they were committed to the inner Priſon; and, as 
if this were not enough, their Feet too were made 
faſt in the Stocks. After this (f) ſhameful Treatment, a8 
himſelf, with Concern, has call'd it, can there be 
any real Doubt concerning the preſent Scope and 
Meaning of St. Paul? Is it poſſible that He, now 
Impriſon'd at Rome, and once thus intreated at 
Philippi, ſhould yet write to the Chriſtians of that 
rigid City, as to a People of any Eſtabliſh'd Right 
and Privilege? Can it be imagin'd, that he was here 
Supgeſting a Moderation, in the Senſe and Lan 
of cheſe Times? Could he deal fo Ironically with 
his Fellow-$ufferers, as to bid chem recede from that 
juſt Severity- they might put in Practice; bid em 
| uſe the Advantage of the Law but ſparingly ; bid 
em ſhow all imaginable Tende to the Bai- 
liffs and Gaolers of the Place? No undoubtedly ; - 
it was the Moderation of the Tolerated and Wea-

n, the Complaiſance of a True Chriſtian Temper, 
that Moderation Decides this Difference on the Peo- 
ples Side: And, preſuming upon the reality of their 
Scruples, the ſtronger ſubmit themſelves, and give 
way readily to the Weaker. But now how Immo- 
deſt would the Behaviour be, if the real Conſcience 
of the Magiſtrate ſhould be eluded all this while by 
the prerended One only of the People? How une- 
qually are we dealt withal; if Fancy, Prejudice, or 

Faction be put upon us inſtead of Conſcience; and 
the more we regard that Sacred Name, the more 
they ſer to Counterfeit it wich all their Art? It were 
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a Sin, like that of Sacrilege, to make loud Cries ſor 
Moderation with an Heart ſo ill Aſſected: And to
